Feeding  Bottles.

PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  Robert  Tiernan,  at  the  Office 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with  his  Petition,  on  the  26th 
October  I860. 

I,  Robert  Tiernan,  of  Liverpool,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster,  Pharmaceutical 
5  Chemist,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improve¬ 
ments  APPLICABLE  TO  INFANTS*  AND  INVALIDS*  FEEDING  BOTTLES  AND  OTHER  PURPOSES,” 

to  be  as  follows  (that  is  to  say)  : — 

This  Invention  consists  in  applying  to  suction  tubes,  or  their  equivalent,  used 
to  draw  liquid  food  from  the  reservoir  or  supply  vessel,  a  lift  valve  or 
10  valves  or  other  mechanical  equivalent  to  prevent  the  food  returning  into  the 
vessel  from  which  it  is  being  drawn. 

The  mouthpiece  may  consist  of  merely  the  outer  end  of  the  suction 
pipe,  or  its  equivalent,  or  may  be  a  natural  or  artificial  teat  or  nipple  of  the 
ordinary  or  any  other  suitable  description,  but  it  is  preferred  to  use  the 
15  artificial  nipples  formed  of  india-rubber  and  perforated  by  what  are  termed 
leech  bite  holes.”  When  this  form  of  artificial  nipple  is  used  in  combination 
with  the  lift  valve,  or  its  mechanical  equivalent,  as  herein-before  described, 
by  merely  pressing  it,  the  liquid  contained  therein  may  be  forced  out,  and  on 
being  relieved  from  outward  pressure  it  will  return  to  its  normal  form,  thereby 
[20  forming  a  vacuum  which  is  immediately  filled  up  by  drawing  liquid  through  the 
lower  valve,  so  that  at  all  times  during  use,  the  tube  and  teat  are  charged 
with  fluid,  and  only  require  pressure  to  force  it  out  for  use. 

It  will  also  be  readily  seen  that  this  Invention  may  be  applied  to  breast 
exhausters  or  other  similar  purposes.
